LONDON, March 30.—A month ago 


I said Great Britain was on the brink 
of hell. Today I have to report that 


i Great Britain is emerging from pur- 


gatory. The result Is not unsatisfac- 
tory: the strike'of the coal miners has 
cost the nation about $2,500,000,000; 
It was probably worth the money. 


On every hand it Is freely admitted 


that nothing will ever be the same 
again after this crisis. The doctrine 
of the economical and political neces- 
sity of a living-wage has obtained leg- 
islative sanction and, what is more 
Important,.:it has been indelibly im- 
pressed upon the new conscience. 


This has not been obtained without 


a sacrifice. On the part of labor the 
miners have lost $20,000,000 in wages 
and they have distributed S5.000.000 
of their union funds in relief. Other

f coal have sacrificed e,qual sums.

Braunhardtr contended that two "phone

were unbcientific and impossible: that it was a double 
tax upon the public for an inferior service; that a tele- 
phone system was a natural monopoly, which must be

.municipal ownership, or by one private concern.'

He'-fought the "Home" franchise with all his force 


and, 
during his lifetime, through his opposition it 


could never get an entry into San Francisco.

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Jordan was first engaged by Senator Stanford 
at 


$10,000 a year. After his death, Mrs. Stanford raised 
his compensation $2000. At the University of Indiana, 
where he came from, Jordan got less than half that 
sum as' president. 
Wheeler also got less than half 


that sum at Cornell University, where he had a full 
professorship at the time he was called to Berkeley. 
One thing not generally known about 
Wheeler is 


that in addition to a house he is allowed $3000 ex- 
penses annually. That adds to the financial attractive- 
ness* of his position. He was given' this, expense ac- 
c6u'nty,some :hvo years ago when the r'egents thought 
the University of Michigan at Ann Arbor and the 
Boston School of Technology were after his services.

pressionless. Finally I got nervous and 
disgusted. 


Secretly calling them all sorts' of names for having 
no sense of hurnor, I bolted out of the place, de- 
termined not to remain for the dinner. The next day 
I met the Chinese merchant. He thanked me and 
said that at the dinner they sat for two kours and 
nearly split their sides laughing at the funny stories 
I had read to them. 


" 'But, why did you not laugh when I was reading?' 


I asked of him. 


"He then explained to me that it was a gross breach 


oi Chinese etiquette to laugh while anybody was 
Balking or reading. A Chinaman saves his laughter 
until later on, according to his explanation. He said 
he thought I knew about Chinese etiquette in such 
matters. I didn't. But it was a relief to me to be told 
they did laugh later on. He wanted me to give some 
more readings but I never did. Those expressionless 
faces at some of Twain's best humor were too much 
for me, etiquette or no etiquette."

The "Big Four" Builders 


Isaac F. Marcosson of Munsey's Magazine is here 


gathering data for an article on the "big four"—Hunt- 
ington, Stanford, Hopkins and Crocker. While noth- 
ing new can be said about these men at this late day, 
the historical perspective is sufficient to get a correct 
line on their respective characters. Edward H. Harri- 
man coming into the Southern Pacific properties after 
them, with his magical powers as both a financier and 
constructive force, ha's long ago put them in eclipse 
as railroad builders and operators, Collis P. Hunting- 
ton alone excepted. 
Huntington was an unerring 


judge of men and Harriman got from him his best 
officials in the persons of John C. Stubbs, William F. 
Herrin, Judge JlobertJ5. Lovett, William "Hood and 
Julius Kruttschnitt. The $7,000,000 ten-mile cut-off 
south along the bay shore from this city was Hunting- 
ton's idea, as was also the forty-mile Lucin cut-off 
across the Great Salt Lake. Harriman simply carried 
them into execution. Bankers folloxved the lead of 
Huntington, as they did in the case of Harriman, but 
not to the same extent. Huntington made Stanford, 
Hopkins and Crocker rich. Huntington's ability to 
get money kept the Southern Pacific out of the hands 
_of a receiver. 
4 The Southern Pacific is about the only 


big overland road that never^vent intp«a recdiyership. 
Hrintington was intensely practical,-with no- imagina- 
tion. Harriman was both practical and imaginative. 
He had large ideas and large schemes. Hopkins was 
a plodding but successful bookkeeper beloved by 
Huntington. 
Crocker was'a good contractor, a good 


boss of a construction gang. 
Stanford had imagina- 


tion and splendid ideas and will be remembered when 
his three associates are forgotten. His work for im- 
proving the breed of horses is well worth remember- 
ing. 
The" creation o£ Stanford University with his 


fortune .was the great act of his career. It,was a 
blunder for him to accept an election to the United 
States Senate and his career as a Senator was not note- 
worthy. Huntington was jealous of Stanford's stand- 
ing with'the people'and indifferent as to Crocker. He 
lived to see the Stanford and Crocker names wiped 
from the Southern Pacific directorate. 
And a year 


after his death, in spite of his plans and prayers, the 
name of Huntington was no longer an influential one 
in the company. In the years betwe'en 1870 and 1893, 
the year Stanford died", these 
four men, or their 


estates, amassed in the aggregate the huge fortune 
of $120,000,000, their combined profits from the Cen- 
tral and Southern Pacific systems. 
Huntington died 


much the richer because he had in addition large 
-Eastern interests!

shoes; whose approval is the laurel crown of merit and whose disap- 
proval is the seal of literary damnation. And how often it happens 
that when this Jupiter Jeames of letters comes to be critically exam- 
ined he turns out to be nothing more than a cheap buck who has no 
learning and no taste, and whose wit has the truculent keenness of 
' Bill Sykes' bludgeon, and whose warrant of authority is merely the 
'"bluster of impudence and whose scintillant flashes are but pickings 
^from literary pawnshops; whose critical methods combine the valor-

Here is what 
busher says. Just read it and then 
a laugh. 
"If what the men who have played 
ball In 'the big leagues say Is true, it 
must bme a lot easier to ge a respecta- 
ble batting average In tho select cir- 
cles than on tho Pacific Coa»t." •- 
"In the P. C. Jxsague: you havt 
to 
drive the .ball to -the outfleld, - If, ,,.yo,u 
want to get credit for t' hit. , "Th«re 
is no such thing known as an.IifleW 
hit In that circuit excepting a buht that 
nobody could get hold of befor» you ar« 
over the bag 
The scorers give fielders 
errors on every ball that they can touch, 
even if they only partially block It with 
one hand. 
As for calling a. ball that 
knocks somebody down 'too hot to handle' 
and giving the batsman a hit. they 
wouldn't think of It 
"I have, seen a fellow charged wltli 
an error on a ball that ha_dldn't «v«n 
got hold of at all, the (cores'* argu- 
ment being that he hadn't hustled. This 
system of scoring 
everything 
error* 
doesn't work no much a-Hardship with 
the slow men as-It does with the speed 
merchants, -who are nheated out of «. lot 
of blows 
becauso the 
.fellow 
Jn -thfl 
press box cannot figure that .even had 
the fielder handled the ball cleanly hn 
couldn't possibly have got his man. 
I 
sat In the prcsi box considerably towanl 
tbo last part of the season and got MM 
for a number of fellows by pointing out 
to the scorers that certain plays wore 
impossible. 


To glvo the scorers credit they »rn 
very willing to listen to reaion, 
and 
only follow out their system becauBB 
they have not had the chance to learn 
the proper one. 
It would be a gjr<mt 
thing If tlioy could establish a school 
for official scorers and send all tho ru- 
clflo Coast fellows there "

ished but.capsized once before they croft- 
ed the line. 


The course -was the usual one from 
Putney bride? to MortlaKe, a rtldtance 
of t 1-4 miles. At an early hour the 
towing paths and other vantage points 
along tho riverside had filled with the 
tenn of thousands of spectators who an- 
nually attended the great acquatlc strug- 
gle.The public was somewhat Influenced tn 
favor of tho Oxfordmen by tho fact that 
H. C. Bourne nad stroked tho crew to 
victory In the three preceding races and 
it enabled him to establish a record by 
winning a fourth nuccesslvo race. When 
the shells were carried flown the slips 
by tho crcwfe and placed In the water, 
the Oxford men wflro seen to be "much 
heavier than their opponents. Their aver- 
age weight was 175 pounds against the 
16« pounds for the Cambrlde men.

off and examine the rims. 


If they are rusty don't fall to scrape 


and paint them. 


And don't put the casings back until 


you have mado sure that the rims, are ab- 
solutolj- free from dents. Sprinkle soap- 
stone into the casings before replacing 
the tubes. 


If the rear tires are worn'get a. new 
pair for the rear and let the old casings 
spend their" declining days on the'front 
wheels, .where the service Is easier. You 
will be monoy-In-pocket by so doing. 


Test the alignment of your axles. The 


easiest way Is to measure between the 
felloes of the wheels or the edges of the 
rims' at the point directly (n front of the 
axle. If this measurement differs from 
the samo measurement taken on the op- 
posite sida of the wheels It show's the 
axles are out of allgnmenr.-'Correct this 
defect immediately or expect' big tire 
bills. 


Buy a good pressure gauge and'register 


a solemn vow to use..it frequently and 
regularly throughout the. season. 
' If you add new accessories this spring 
be. sure they., do'not bring the weight of 
your car above tho weight your tires are 
designated to carry. 'If you are in doubt 
about this matter be ion the safe- side and 
buy the. larger size tires which are made 
for your present rim equipment. They 
cost a little more,to .bay but considerably 
less to use.,.

Q—I have just read an article about R. I. ducks in which it is stated that they lay a white egg- and 


that they have all the virtues and none of the vices of the feathered tribe. Can you tell me anything 
about this kind of duck? And are they called R. I. ducks because they came from Rhode Island? 


A—Our correspondent evidently has in mind the Indian Runner which is often spoken of as the L 


R. duck. This breed of duck is steadily gaining in popularity and deservedly so. They lay a large white 
egg, and a great many of them. The ducklings are very easy to raise, as they are not bothered with 
lice nor any of the diseases to which the chicken family is subject. They should be fed a moist mash 
containing a great deal of green stuff and some sand. As they grow older the sand and some fine grit 
can be left before them so they can help themselves. Water must be kept in a vessel deep enough so 
the ducks can bury their bills m it or their nostrils become clogged with tht food and they die. They 
should be kept out of water until they have their first feathers when, if convenient, they can have a 
swimming tub, but this is not necessary. Ducks are almost full si/e at three months of age and they 
usually begin laying at five months. We do not think that it costs as much to feed a duck till it is a 
year old as it costs to feed_a chicken to the same age. Ducks are heavy eaters only while they are 
making such rapid growth, and the bulk of their food is cheap compared to the grain we feed chickens. 
The Indian Runner is especially adapted to the town lot poultryman, as they are the quietest of the 
duck family 
The females have a very modest quack, while the males only whisper.

DUBLIN, 
March 30.— All . friends of 


home rule for Ireland are frequent^' 
hoping that theindustrial upheaval which 
is now perilously shaking our wliole busi- 
ness fabric may be speedily adjusted and 
peace restored so that the country may 
be once more In tranciuillty before the 
second week of April, when the bill for 
home rule is to bo introduced. 


Supporters of the cause of justice for 


Ireland are highly pleased at Mr. As- 
quith's decision to personally take charge 
of the bill during its passage through 
the House of Commons . 


Jn so deciding, the Prime Minister, takes 


upon his shoulders a. task of tremendous 
physical proportions, to say nothing of 
the mental strain which will attend every 
hour of the big debates. 


In electing to be himself the minister 


in charge of the bill Mr. Asquith gives. 
one more significant proof of his - ear- 
nestness and devotion to the cause with 
which his name seems to be destined to 
be linked1 in history with that of Glad- 
stone, his Illustrious predecessor in the 
premiership. 


MAKES CONFIDENT PREDICTION. 
John Redmond made the confident pr>- 


dicUon at the St. Patrick's Day banquet 
of London Irishmen that home rule will. 
be law -within two years, and that -the 
coming hill will pass the House of Com- 
mons by a majority in all the stages of 
at least 100. This is ten to fifteen votes 
below what the government majority will 
actually prove to be. But Mr. "Redmond 
lops off the odd numbers as a margin 
for unforeseen emergencies, sickness or 
death of members, and he places the ma- 
jority at five score. 


With one hundred majority Premier As- 


quith can carry every bill in the- minis- 
terial program, including, of course, home 
rule, before he is again obliged by statute 
to dissolve Parliament.

finished his speech amid the grateful 
cheers of the labor members whoso cause 
Llgyd. George had so magnificently de- 
fender!. 


The fact Is the Tory leaders in the 


present Parliament arc acting worse than 
a lot of Bourbons, so, hopelessly donse 
is their capacity for Ignorance and the 
blundering that Is its child.

business might have given the Tories 
a glorious chance to break into the ranks .

In the resignation of Herr "Werrmuth, aec- 
Tetary of state for finance. There were 
many hurried consultations between the 
Dmperor and his chief advisers. Those 
•urging- war argned that the moment wh^n 
-England was impotent because of the 
•coal strike was the opportunity of ages for 
iwresting the supremacy of the seas from 
•Britannia. 


The war party was headed by Admiral 


Tlrpitz, secretary of state for tho navy, 
and with him in the militant group were 
General von .Harrigen, chief of the gen- 
eral staff, General von Moltke, son of the 
.great von Moltlte. whose deliberate plans 
conquered Prance forty years ago, and 
most of the leading: commanders of the 
army and navy; all wore clamoring: for 
-war Immediately. 


On the side of pence were ranged Chan- 


cellor Bethmann'Hollweg, foreign secre- 
tary Klnderlen-Wa*chter. and the banking- 
and business element in the government. 
The Kaiser, assailed with equal ardor by 
'both sides, was torn by conflicting doubts. 
He listened to both and admitted that 
the arguments of both seemed indisput- 
able. For several days peace hung in the 
balance. 


SECRET IS 
OUT. 


Of course, such vital secrets cannot 


|be kept. Something of It leaked out and 
reached the ears of the British gov- 
'ernment. The cold response from London 
'was that King George, because of the coal 
•strike, could not pay his projected visit 
teethe Emperor here, a politeness In return 
tor Vthose extended to the King at his 
co^Siatlon. 
\^t:ls information was conveyed to Ber- 
lin in very curt terms, In language far 
from that employed usually In diplomacy, 
lit revealed to Germany that England was 
j forewarned of Germany's militant purpose 
and consequently forearmed, cool strike or 
no strike. It was then that the Emperor 
[decided for peace and sailed for his peace- 
ful summer residence.

UTILITIES ACT 


The Commission Denies Thai 


It Forces Withdrawal of 


Concessions. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 30.—The 
railroad commission, in a statement 
made public today, accuses various 
publio utility corporations of having 
made- misleading statements in re- 
gard to the. application of the new 
public utilities act to concessions to 
churches, charitable organizations and 
Young Men's Christian Associations. 


The corporations, declare the com- 


missioners, have withdrawn conces- 
sions, (to the beneficiaries named on 
the ground that they were forbidden 
by the new law; After stating that 
the public utilities law-in no way for- 
bids the granting of such special ser- 
vice, the statement concludes: 
- "If any of these corporations de- 
sire to cancel concessions which they 
have hitherto made, they have the 
right to do so. unless prevented by 
contract, but they do not have the 
right to say that they are doing so 
under the compulsion- of the public 
utilities act. 'This commission can- 
not permit the public utilities of the 
state, by incorrect statements con- 
cerning tha effect of the public- utili- 
ties act, to prejudice the people of tha 
state against tliat act or against this 
commission In the. enforcement there- 
of."

sonal letter, which deserves a wide au- 
dience: 


The girl, "Fran," whom wo have sent 


you. Is a whimsical person, quaint and 
shrewd, with elfish dark eyes, a wonder- 
ful smile, tne highest courage, and a great 
longing for home and love. 
She "wants 


to belong to somebody" and we want her 
to belong to you. To know her is to love 
her and to love her is to enjoy a liberal 
education. 


If for any reason she doesn't arrive 


promptly at her destination, please let 
us know. As her guardians, we want her 
to go straight to the heart prepared to 
give her a warm -welcome. 


We are anxious to know your impres- 


sions of Fran's unkiue and many-sided 
personality, what aspect of her you find 
most charming:, what phase of her char- 
acter seems to you most winning. 


An interesting levlew of "Fran" is as 


follows: 


"Out of the mysterious world of saw- 


dust and tinsel, blare and whoop-la, into 
the quiet of a rural village comes Fran, 
the circus girl; but no matter wheie she 
goes, this bewitching little creature, half 
child, half woman, wins hearts and tames 
men, 
just as she tamed lions In the steel 


barred circus arena. Fran is the heroine 
of a new novel of that name by John 
Breekenrldg-e Ellis, and this cirl, who Is 
most unusual and most attractive, com- 
pletely fills the author's pages by her re- 
markable and vivid personality. 


"While Fran Is the story In the truest 


sense, it is also true that there are sec- 
ondary characters, which are well Indi- 
cated and are of great', interest. 
There 


is a plot which Is permeated with humor, 
sometimes by tender sentiment and which 
in many instances becomes powerful and 
dramatic.

hold, where other complications are at 
work bfcause of the unavowecl passion of 
Gregory for his beautiful, insistently re- 
ligious secretary, has the effect "whlcS 
some chamlcals have of freeing all of 
the elements which have' been existing 
together In outward harmonious combi- 
nation 'and setting them all flying In dif- 
ferent directions. That a young girl of 
her years should be equal to SUCA a task 
argues both extraordinary personality and 
unusual training. Fran clearly has both, 
though for a good many pages her per- 
sonality alone appears to be doing the 
work, and tho revelation that she haa been 
a famous tamer of lions since childhood 
conies to the reader aa an absolute, though 
not illogical, surprise. 


"But Fran does more than set the Greg- 


ory household to rights. 
She becomes 


the center of a charming 
love story, 


which entwines Itself Inseparably about 
the more serious theme, giving It a ro- 
mnnlic color which is applied with a skill- 
ful brush 
Fran, with her elfish dark 


eyes, a wonderful smile, the highest cour- 
age, a tremendous longing for home and 
affection, is a remarkably attractive char- 
acter. Running over w'th mischief, she 
Is yet singularly Innocent, always fine tn 
her ideals, and generous and loving in her 
undertakings.
